Office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Printing, 

Washington,  December  21,  1862. 
Sir:  The  joint  resolution  in  relation  to  the  public  printing  approved  June 
23,  1860,  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Public  Printing  to 
report  to  each  session  of  Congress  "  the  exact  condition  of  the  public  printing, 
binding,  and  engraving ;  the  amount  and  cost  of  paper  and  materials  purchased, 
the  number  of  hands  employed,  and  such  further  information  as  may  be  within 
his  knowledge  relating  to  the  public  printing,  binding,"  &c.,  &c. 

In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  such  joint  resolution,  I  now  have  the 
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honor  of  submitting  a  statement  of  the  transactions  of  this  office  from  the  30th 
of  September,  1861,  to  the  30th  of  September,  1862,  inclusive. 

The  present  struggle  for  the  existence  of  the  government  has  greatly  increased 
the  quantity  of  blanks  and  blank  books  required,  especially  by  the  War,  Navy, 
and  Treasury  Departments.  An  unusual  quantity  of  printing  was  also  ordered 
at  the  last  session  of  Congress.  To  facilitate  its  execution  additional  presses 
and  binding  machinery  have  been  purchased ;  and  although  the  presses  (now 
thirty-eight  in  number)  have  been  kept  almost  constantly  at  work,  day  and  night, 
a  portion  of  the  extra  numbers  of  several  documents  ordered  by  Congress  has 
been  delayed  longer  than  desired.  Arrangements  have  also  been  made  for  a 
still  further  increase  in  the  facilities  of  this  establishment,  which  will,  in  future, 
insure  a  prompt  execution  of  all  work  ordered,  even  should  it  be  greatly  in  ad- 
vance of  the  immense  quantity  now  required. 

The  government  purchased  the  printing  office  on  the  4th  of  March,  1861,  for 
$135,000.  On  assuming  the  duties  of  my  position  on  the  23d  of  that  month, 
I  directed  that  the  books  of  the  establishment  be  so  kept  as  to  show  Avhat  the 
printing  and  binding  would  have  cost  if  paid  for  in  accordance  with  former 
prices,  and  then  the  actual  expenditure  on  account  of  the  work  done.  The 
difference  will  show  the  saving  effected  by  the  present  system. 

The  report  made  by  me  to  the  last  session  of  Congress  exhibited  a  saving  of 
$43,492  46  up  to  the  30th  of  September,  1861.  The  facts  and  figures  now 
submitted  will  show  a  further  saving  of  $162,014  06  from  the  30th  of  Septem- 
ber, 1861,  to  the  30th  of  September,  1862,  which,  added  to  the  amount  named 
in  my  last  report,  will  make  the  aggregate  of  $205,506  52.  It  is  proper  to  say, 
that  from  the  above  there  should  be  deducted  the  interest  on  the  capital  em- 
ployed, and  the  depreciation  of  the  value  of  materials  and  machinery  from  use. 
The  result,  however,  will  still  be  highly  favorable  to  the  new  system,  and  com- 
pletely vindicates  the  wisdom  of  those  who  brought  about  the  change. 

The  usual  number  (1,550  copies)  of  all  the  public  documents,  committee 
reports,  &c.,  with  their  indexes,  for  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives, 
have  been  printed.  The  number  of  copies  reserved  for  binding  have  been  placed 
in  the  hands  of  the  binder,  and  the  residue  distributed  according  to  law.  Of 
the  very  large  number  of  extra  copies  ordered  (for  a  detailed  statement  of  which 
see  accompanying  table  marked  No.  1)  all  have  been  printed,  and  bound  when 
binding  was  required,  except  those  named  in  the  following  statement:

The  paper  for  the  public  printing,  the  lithographing  and  engraving  for  Con- 
gress, and  the  post  office  blanks,  being  furnished  by  contract,  as  provided  by 
law,  I  have  had  control,  directly,  of  only  that  portion  of  the  expenditures  ne- 
cessary for  the  letter-press  printing,  being  the  work  executed  within  the  walls 
of  the  public  printing  establishment.

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Tims  it  will  be  seen  tliat  a  saving  in  tlie  public  printing  lias  been  effected  by 
tlie  present  system  of  $90,533  12;  or,  if  tbe  value  of  tlie  machinery  purchased 
during  the  year,  which  is  uninjured  by  the  short  time  it  has  been  in  use,  is  esti- 
mated at  cost,  the  saving  will  amount  to  $99,210  34. 

A  further  saving  of  a  very  considerable  amount,  and  which  does  not  enter 
into  the  foregoing  statement,  has  been  effected  by  the  substitution  of  a  smaller 
bat  much  handsomer  and  more  appropriate  type  for  the  executive  documents 
printed  for  Congress.  By  this  change,  which  has  been  made  as  far  as  practica- 
ble at  the  present  time,  a  saving  has  been  effected  upon  this  class  of  the  public 
printing  amounting  to  twenty-five  per  cent,  of  the  paper  and  press-work — this 
being  the  difference  between  the  sizes  of  the  type — whilst  nothing  has  been 
added  to  the  cost  of  composition.  It  is  in  contemplation  to  make  this  change 
in  the  printing  of  all  the  congressional  documents  as  fast  as  new  type  may  be 
required,  which  will  effect  the  double  advantage  of  printing  them  in  smaller 
volume  and  at  less  cost. 

Within  the  last  few  months  almost  every  article  required  for  use  in  the  public 
printing  has  very  materially  advanced  in  price,  which  Avill  add  greatly  to  the 
comparative  cost  of  printing  and  binding  for  the  ensuing  year.  As  an  example 
of  this  increase,  I  submit  the  prices  of  paper  under  the  contracts  made  in  the 
fall  of  1861,  with  the  lowest  prices  bid  for  similar  paper  under  a  recent  adver- 
tisement for  proposals  :

I  have  declined  to  bind  the  government  for  the  purchase  of  papers  at  these 
high  prices  for  an  entire  year,  believing,  as  I  do,  that  they  are  occasioned  more 
by  speculative  than  real  causes,  and  have  made  arrangements  for  such  a  supply 
as  the  necessities  of  the  government  absolutely  demand,  at  the  lowest  prices 
bid.  This  course  has  been  deemed  best  for  the  public  interests,  particularly 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  paper  is  the  heaviest  item  of  expenditure  in  the  public 
printing  and  binding,  the  cost  for  the  last  year,  under  the  prices  then  ruling, 
having  amounted  to  upwards  of  $240,000,  and  which,  at  the  present  prices, 
would  cost  more  than  $400,000. 


THE  PUBLIC  BINDING. 

Nearly  all  the  tools  and  machinery  necessary  to  execute  the  binding  have  been 
purchased  by  me,  and  are  of  the  most  recent  and  approved  invention.  The 
blank  books  manufactured  for  the  use  of  the  departments  are  of  very  superior 
quality,  and  give  entire  satisfaction;  and  the  binding  of  the  reserved  as  well  as 
of  the  extra  copies  ordered  by  Congress  is  much  better  done  than  heretofore. 

The  cost  of  the  public  binding  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1862,  as 
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wdll  be  seen  by  tke  following  comparative  statement,  bas,  like  tbe  printing,  been 
much  less  tban  nnder  tbe  old  system  :
